If you have a membership application, policy, 
a pension fund of some kind, which would have information concerning them, it would 
be of considerable help to us and to the family if that information were furnished 
to us at the present time.

It has been quite a while since the convention at Miami Beach where we 
had the privilege of meeting vou and where I annoyed our conversations on 
the Teamsters, Joe Louis, the future of your great union and vour own in¬ 
fectious personality. 

I am presuming that vour public re’ations "eonle showed vou the arti¬ 
cles T did in The r lttshurph Courier, and in which I sought to hew to the 
line without taking aides. 

As I mertioned to vou during one of our talks that I hoped you would 
find it convenient to take *dvantage of our p«.>er in future months when you 
**e»an vour or<*anliing dampaim, I *m now writinr to stress that desire and 
to sur^est that now might lust he a good time to begin using our pages. Tou 
said vou Intended to dc some advertising,etc. 

Let. me now surest that since vou have been able to get things started, 
tw© or three articles of • feature nature, pointing out the gains made in 
the economic world bv vour 300,000 w egro members ought to be verv helpful 
in vour fight to stave off the now-underwav-drive of the AFT-CIO to wean 
off some of vour member*. A few weeks ago in Bimingham,Cornelius Maiden, 
veteran ' e*ro international organiser of the AFL showed me some material 
ha 1* using to woo Tmundrv Workers,Longshoremen and others—Negro. I had 
alremdv talked with lean "oland.Int'l Hep. of the T aundry Workers, and 
Judge Henderson ,Tnt' 1 ’Sxec Board of the ILA (both Negroes) about the pros¬ 
pect of * tie-in with the Teamsters in • new big labor organization. I re¬ 
call soeie of vour hints to me,and I think now is * good time to begin * wide 
puMicltv oam~>aign for Negro members. After all, whv wait until the middle 
of the war to atart fighting. 

The Courier, I *m sure, would c«rrv a series which could be run in our 
■*a*aslne Section in such a wav aa to be pulled out and used as one-sheets, 
cr which vou oould or^'er *a »eprinta and distribute nationally, say some 
200,000 to 500,000 reprints. I don't know what the cost would be,but I «m 
sure our “usiness Berartment and you could *et together. Or, you might use 
a aeries of fill-page ads in the Courier, drawn up by vour own cublic relat¬ 
ions men.

MEMO TO MR. HOF FA . ^ A*. J 

- . 

This ie strictly an "Amateur" effort to get tome .taaiatance in fighting Atheiatic Communism 
in the Caribbean. Thie letter ie written by me, peraonally, and your name waa aelected in 
the aame mannar. "Sucker" lieta and the Lke are out of m^ line. Aa a practical and hard- 
h ailed trial lawyer for nearly th irty yeara, 1 have learned that I am not too amart anyway. 

Aa long ae Atheiatic Communiam waa kept out of the Americaa, then I could go ahead 
battling it, earning moetly the hatred and ridicule of my non-underatanding fellowa, and 
ricking only my own uaeleaa neck and my own money. Since the enemy haa now taken 
over two Caribbean nationa (Cuba and Venezpasla) and threatena ua on all aidea, we may no 
longar afford complacency. 

Mora than twalva thoueand Cuban/i have met death at the handa of Communiat firing aquada. 
Hava you evar watched a firing aquad execution? Ita a pretty grim buaineaa. When Spain 
engagad in juet a littla of it in trying to put down revolt in ita territory 1 of Cuba, and we 
raaliaad it wae only 90 milea off our ahorea, our anceatora, who aeemed to have more 
character and integrity than we, went to war on the aide of Cuba and helped them put a atop 
to it; whan the came thing ie done in modern Cuba, only a hundred timea more, we atand 
complacently by and watch our Cuban American brothera meet death on the ordera of Moacow 
and Paping I No wonder come other nationa conaider ua barbarianal If we were truly human 
and civilised, wa would put a atop to the alaughter in Cuba for humanitarian reaaona; even 
if we were endowed with ordinary intelligence, we would run the Communiata out of Cuba and 
the Caribbean in protection of our own intereata. 

Encloaad ie come of my own writinga about the matter, and aome of othera. You can 
throw it ail in tha waste baaket if you eo desire. That ia your legal privilege. On the 
other hand, and if you are concerned with the welfare of our country, you can send a 
contribution in tha enclosed envelope--or, if you so desire, send it to your own lawyer and 
tall him to eand it along whan he ie satisfied that it will not be used for any other purpose 
than fighting Atheiatic Communiam, trying to keep it out of our Hemisphere--strictly within 
the law. I am not quite as conaervative aa the late Senator Taft, perhaps, but I have always 
avoidad the "lunatic fringe" and the "hate mongers" as I would the plague. I am no "3xpert" 
on anythua g, but it takes no special knowledge to know that India ancLjrciereaanand Afghaatan 
ara of little concern to ue; the nationa of the Caribbean and Cenffal Arberx&i/^re, and I know 
thoea countries and the fine people who live there (along with a few evil but powerful servants 
of Moecow)like you know your own back yard. I also know tha<jyur survival aa a nation and 
whether your children and grandchildren liye aa fre# men and/women or in Atheieljc-Communii 
slavery depends upon what happens there^-now. l^need help, lie 1 Nip to you.

DOCTOR ERNESTO DE LA FE IS SERVING a "sentence" of fifteen yefcva ilWtf labor at 
the notorious Concentration Camp, El Presidio, on the Isle of Pines, Cuba. We know as a 
fact that this Concentration Camp is, by all odds, the cruelist, the most foul and most degrading 
that tha modern world hae ever known. 

Doctor da la Fi was ones a Cabinet officer snd Ambassador undsr ths late Non-Communist 
Dictator of Cuba, Fulgencia Batista. (And 1st it bs rsmsmbsrsd that any person who had 
anything to do with government in Cuba during ths past quarter century, with a few lapses 
of time, eerved under Fulgencia Batista). ((And 1st the writer stats again that he has 
naver eaen ex-Preeident Batiete, never has received, directly or indirectly, any payment 
in money or anything of value from him, and would do everything in his power to prevent 
ex-Preeldent Batie's from agein gaining power in Havana). However, Doctor de la F£, 
an able and echorlarly Cuban-American Journalist, broke with Batista six years ago, and, 
until tha Castro government came to power, led a dangerous and precarious existence 
ae a milttent Journaliet fighting Batieta. Having escaped the ire of ex-President Batista, 
he wae Jailed without charge a day or eo after the Communist Castro forces entered 
Havana. 

Like more than twelve thoueand other Cubans, most of whom were connected with the 
Batieta government in euch capacities as letter carrier and traffic cop, Doctor de La Fi 
would have been liquidated by firing squad at La Cabafla, except for the good offices of 
Senator Wayne Morse, Chairman of the Sub-committee on Latin American Affairs of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee (His denial to the contrary notwithstanding). 

Ae of now, and to the beet of my knowledge. Doctor de la Fi is serving a "sentence" 
of 19 yeare hard labor at the notorious Isle of Pines Concentration Camp, a "sentence" 

Impoeed on him by a "Military Court" composed of illiterate non-lawyers, after such 
tribunals had been officially abolished. By comparison, the Isle of Pines Concentration 
Camp makes the Infamous German Concentration Camps of World War II seem as luxurios 
summer resorts. (And every witness the government produced, testified For and NOT against 
Boctor de la Fd) 

Example: 

Doctor de la Fi is usually fed on slop, brought in by a sadietic guard who first permits 
one of the numerous pigs kept at the Concentration Camp (in full view of Doctor de la Fi) 
to eat from the bucket. Then the guard will put into the remains of the slop, one or two 
dead rate. This ie the only food the prisoner is given. 


All water given to the prisoner (in the same bucket which he is forced to use to meet the 
calls of nature) ie wall sprinkled with soap flakes. A scholar and writer, he is forced to 
work twelve or more hours a day, seven days s week, in a rock quarry. If nothing Is done 
to assist him, hie death is inevitable. And all of thie ie happening a hundred and fifty miles 
or eo off the mainland of the United Statee--not in Europe or Africa or Asia--and no one

OPINION OF MAURICE fl. GATLIN, GENERAL COUNSEL, AS TO WHETHER OR NOT 
THE CASTRO GOVERNMENT OF CUBA IS COMMUNISTIC 


In rendering an opinion in this matter, I would like to impress upon you the fact that I am 
. trial lawyer with nearly thirty years experience behind me, that I am neither Conservative 
or Liberal, but, in matters legal I am t oncerned solely and only with securing the facts. 

My own personal f» clings sre of not the slightest consequence. My opinion is based v on 

■ 11 avallsble facts, and facts that would be admissible as evidence in a court of law under 
proper c ditlons. 

The primary source of facts is, of course, at the scene by personal investigation. This 
I have done. At the end of January of last year, the first month in which Fidel Castro 

in power, I journeyed to Havana (at my own expense) and in company with my wife, having 
Reen requested to go there on behalf of my good friend and i great American Patriot, the 
Jp-r, alist Doctot’ Ernesto de la F£. I went t<> Havana at the request <yf the family of Doctor 
it FS, of Diputado (Congressman' Manuel Orelanna Portillo of Guatemala and Fleet 
Admiral Carlos Penna Bot*.o of Brazil, General Treasurer and President, respectively, of 
the Cor.federaciSn lnteramerica de defensa del Continente, of which group I have the honor 
to be one of the perm.nent delegates from the United States of North America. While my wife and 
myself were in Havana, I was able to mske a detailed and factual study of the then "new" 

Cuban regime. We stayed in Havana some four or five days, (at the Havana Hilton) and the 
re ord '•A o-r own Embassy will confirm this statement (as will the guest register of the 
H *H»' a Hilton, if it has not beer tampered with by the government in the meantime). 

Thus, while Havana swarmed with newsmen desperately seeking government permission to 

* sit 11 e notorious La Cabafta prison, domain of the dedicated Argentine Communist "Che" 

J .rvii■» (and the real "boss" of Cuba,), my wife and myself, using documents "manufactured" 
b, me snd acting a "Tourists" and with the able assistance of the Patriotic Cuban underground, 

* ere sble to go in and out of La Cabafta at will (although 1 freely admit I was scared to death-- 

■ • old Caribbean hand, I know the danger) while my dear and faithful wife, knowing nothing of 
the dinger st that time, blythely referred to the ever -present "Barbados" as "just harmless 
h.-’V*", moving freely among them, often actually grabbing the barrel of the sawed-off machine 
gjr.i which they all carried and shoving it out of the way (and, with typical female logic, becoming 
si raid when we finally got on the plane for New Orleans, and I heaved a sigh of relief for the 
first time for days; she was afraid the Delta Pilot, a veteran aged about sixty, might not 
km>w the way to New Orleans!). At any rate, I was able, while my friends of the press 
cooled their heels awaiting permission to visit La Cabafta, a permission which never came, to 
make my own factual investigation, not only visiting La Cabafta at will (where more than 
twelve thousand "war criminals" have been put to death, most without semblance of trial) as 
well as evsry other place into which I accidentally "stumbled" sa just another drunken "Gringo" 
tv_uri>»t. (Actually I have not had a drink for fifteen years; drinking does not mix with this 
sort of thinp.) Thus I base my opinion, first, on my own "on the spot" investigation. 

(i^' identally, it was while we were in Havana that the gallant Major Jesus Sosa made a complete 
fool oi Fidel Castro; he sneered at his "trial" held in a sports arena as a "Roman Circus" 

— which it was--spat in the faces of his illiterate, non-!<iwyer "Judges" as he told them that

Tha valiant Cuban 1 He strikea you firat by hia color. It ranges from Chocolate yellow through all the 
shadea to daepest biack with kinky hair; but you never by any chance see a white Cuban, except the fat. 
alaak, well groomed, superbly mounted ones in ‘khaki’, who loaf around headquarters with high-ranking 
shoulder strapa. Theaa are aii imported from tha United States. They comprise the few** wealthy ones of 
Spanish descent, who are renegade to their own nativity, and are appealing to the good people of the United 
States to establiah them in their atatua of master of peons without any overlord who can exact his tithes for 
tha privilege 

The next thing you notice ia the furtive look of the thief. No one has ever yet had a chance tq look one 
of these chocolate-colored Cubans straight In the eye. They sneak along. Their gait has in it something of that 
of the Apache, the same soft moccasined tread, noiseless and always stealty. Your impression as to their 
honesty can be instantly confirmed. Leave anvthing loose, from a heavy winter overcoat, which no one could 
possibly use in Cuba—to—oh, well, anything—and any Cuban in sight will take great pleasure in dispelling 
any false Impressions that honesty is a native virtue. 

Next you notice that he ia dirty. His wife does sometimes make a faint attempt at personal cleanliness; 
thia la evident, because *n one bright instance a white dress was seen on a native woman, that had been 
washed sometime in her history. But as to his lordship, the proud male citizen of Cuba*** Libre, you would 
utterlv and bitterly insult him by the Intimation that a man of his dignity ought ever to bathe, put on clean 
clothes, or even wash hia hands. He is not merely dirty, he is filthy. He is infested with things that era 
wi. and creep, often visibly, over hia half naked body, and he is so accustomed to it that he does not even 
scratch, * 

Next you observe the intense pride ofthia Cuban libre. It is manifested the very first time you suggest 
anything like manual labor—he ia incapable of any other—even for such purposes as camp sanitation, carry¬ 
ing rations, or for any other purpose. His manly chest swells with pride, and he explains In accents of wounded 
dignity “yo soy soidadn!" Still his pride does not by any chance get him knowingly under fire. At Ei Poso 
some of him (sic) did get under fire from srtiilery, accidentally, and it took a strong provost guard to keep 
there. If he ever got under fire again, there was no officer on the firing line who knew it. 

He ia a treacherous, lying, cowardly, thieving, worthless, half-breed mongrel; born of mongrel spawn of 
Europe, pressed upon the fetishes of Darkeut Africa and aboriginal America. He is* no more capable of self- 
government than the hottentot that roam the wilds of Africa, or the Bushmen of Australis. He cannot lw trust- 
ad like, the Indian, he will not work like a Negro, and will not fight like a Spaniard: but he will like a Csstillian 
with polished suavity, and he will stab you in the dark or in th eback with all the dexterity of a renegade 
graduate of CarUaia. 

Providence haa reserve da fairer future for this noble country than to be possessed by this horde of tat- 
tardemaliona. Under the impetus of American energy and capital, governed by a firm military hand with even 
Juatica, it will blossom aa a rose; and, in the course of three or four generations, even the Cuban may be 
brought to appreciate the virtues of cleanliness, temperance, industry, snd honesty.

Obviously! such situations are contrary to 
public policy. 


INCONSISTENCIES IN M.RB CRITERIA 

We have earlier noted that there has been wide-spread inconsist¬ 
ency in the application of various criteria in rhe administrative deci¬ 
sions. In Matter of Su-Car Carriers, Inc the Board found that 
owner-operators were compelled to purchase a tractor under a con¬ 
ditional sales agreement, at the same time entering into a lease agree¬ 
ment with the company under which the tractor would be used with 
a trailer supplied by the employer. It was found that all essential 
controls were in the hands of the employer. The Board noted the 
circumstances which showed that the employer reserved control over 
the work of the drivers, and exercised supervision by such means 
as the use of patrol cars. Significantly, however, the Board empha- 
sixcd the conclusion that the work performed was inherently the 
work of an employee. In fact, the Board actually invoked a true com 
mvn lave test of employment, when it said
